3, The establishment of a new communicetions equipment firm has been completed, 
It is designated "Technical Bureau for Communicstions » TEN" ("Technisches 
Biro fiir Nachrichtenmittel - TBN - ") and operates on the premises of 
Knorrbremse, in’ Berlin-Lichtenberg. Dr. Hagelmoser, formerly employed 
by Csram, is chief ofthe German manazement there, Both he and his deputy, 
Herr Hardt, speak perfect Russian. Hardt is an expert in telephone installa= 
tions, and until 1930 worked for the "Autofabag" firm (Automatische 
Fernsprech=4nlecen BaueGesellschaft mb.H.). He is a inember of the SED. 

Herr Sandke is chief of preduction. He lives in Bergfelde and is Kreisleiter 
of the SED for the Kreis Niederbarnim, A Dr. Hentschel is charged with the

TBN will begin the production of telephone apperatus and installetions 
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according te the data furnished by Siemens and Halske and Sy Mix 
and Genest, 


Sor the year 1930 orders ameunting to 35 million Ostmark are expected 
at TBN. Definite orders in the neighborhood offive million Dstmark 
heave already been placed by the Ministry of the Interior of the Eastern 
Zone, Further orders up to 30 million Ostmark will be placed by the 
Hussians, including principally field telephone installations, field 
telephones, portable switchboards (Vermittlungsschrinke), Ts: 1s going 
to set up a machine for stampiny out telephone casings.

38 said to be able to deliver the very same tube types at much lover prices, 
G3W must now put the entire oroductuion into stock, Thereby the already 
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euollen inventorlee will be further inereased, amounting to six million 


Gstmark. While the stocks of umsaleable tubes are thus going Up» the 
money needed for wages is lacking. 


By order of the ussians, employees of the OSH examined the production 


methods and operation of the RFT Erfurt, a former Telefunken establishment. 
The tuc-day examination turned up the following: Prodaction still has a 
rejection rate of 50%, Highly-skilled teehniclans are not available at 

the works, Above all, there is 4 lack of skilled foremen, master workmen 
and factory engineers, because the chief positions are filled by party 
functionaries. In place of cooperation under @ mified dircetion, there are 
yarious collectives groups which decide on preduction methods and production 
programs within their departments according to party-ideclogical points of 
vied, The quota of the plant is being filled but only through a deteriora- 
tion of quality. In place of ccordinated end concentrated production program, 
an attempt is being made to produce a variety of apparatus in the field of 
high frequency technique, and developmertal work is undertaken without the 
necessary consideration of the economic aspects, It is felt that neither . 
the technical director, Or. hejnze (Heinzelman?) nor the factory chief 
St8ssel, who was originally appointed production chief of the OS, are 
capable of overcoming the difficulties. The personnel amounts to 2,000
